U.S. MILITARY 


VETERAN 


OF THE MONTH 


The Veteran of the Month 
of February, 2018, is George 
Nelson Campbell. Born 
March 7, 1835 to parents 
Archibald and Hannah 
Atwell Campbell, in up state 
New York. As a youth it is 
unknown where he grew up, 
however on September 29th, 
1861, Campbell at the age of 
26 years, enlisted for 3 years 
into the Military joining 
Company B, 8th Regiment, 
Illionis Calvary at Kalb, 
DeKalb County, Illionis . 
Shortly thereafter he along 
with other Union Soldiers 
were taken prisoner by the 
Confederate Army. During 
the march to be interred in 
Libby Prison in Richmond, 
Virginia, this being the 
newly formed capitol of the 
Confederate States of Amer- 
ica. As word spread among 
the prisoners as Libby being 
as bad as Andersonville, 
Campbell felt that he would 
rather die escaping, than to 
die in prison. Many prision- 
ers did escape, including 
Campbell, who eventually 
made his way back to Union 
Lines. On January 1, 1862, at 
Camp California Virginia, 
Campbell was given a dis- 
ability discharge due to his 
poor health.

In 1912 the Monday Study 
Club, still an active organi- 
zation in Boyne City, pur- 
chased the private library 
of a Petoskey lawyer who 
was moving west. In 1913, 
the club donated this collec- 
tion to the public school li- 
brary, and Myrtle White 
was hired as the librarian. 
Because of rapid popula- 
tion growth in Boyne City, 
in 1916 a new home was 
sought for the library. The 
Carnegie Corporation 
agreed to give $15,000 for 
the construction and fur- 
nishing of a new library 
building to be located at the 
corner of Main and Park 
streets. Construction on 
this new building began in 
1917, and a grand opening 
was celebrated on April 20, 
1918. In 2001, the library 
completed an extensive ren- 
ovation project funded by 
the Mark K. Peabody Foun- 
dation.

EAST JORDAN - The East 
Jordan City Commission re- 
turned to a discussion con- 
cerning the lease agreement 
with the Jordan Valley Emer- 
gency Medical Services 
(EMS) Authority Tuesday 
evening. 

In May 2018, the author- 
ity’s initial three year lease 
agreement will expire, and 
the city has been in conver- 
sation as to what a new lease 
might look like. The original 
lease did not charge the au- 
thority rent; however, the au- 
thority was required to pay 
for costs of repairs to their 
leased portion of the shared 
building, plus 50% of repairs 
to common areas. The au- 
thority also agreed to cover 
their equal share of costs for 


routine maintenance and re- 
pair of major facilities of the 
entire structure, such as the 

roof and heating and cooling 
systems. 

At the Tuesday meeting, 
Commissioner Paul Tim- 
mons suggested that there 
were two hang ups possibly 
impacting the new lease dis- 
cussion, one of which was 
the term of rent. The idea of 
charging the authority rent 
has been a topic of discus- 
sion, but due to the fact that 
the city acquired the build- 
ing as a gift intended to 
house the community’s two 
emergency services (i.e. am- 
bulance and fire depart- 
ments), not all have agreed 
whether rent should be 
charged or not. The other 
hindrance was the idea that 
the city might collect funds 
from the authority but not be 


transparent as to where the 
money was being used. 

Commissioner Andrew 
Boyer, a proponent at the 
meeting for charging rent in- 
stead of requiring the au- 
thority to pay 50% of large 
scale building repairs, sug- 
gested that the commission 
should set a dollar amount, 
perhaps even small. 

In response, Commis- 
sioner Mark Penzien contin- 
ued to ask the commission 
what kind of relationship the 
city wanted to have with the 
authority. Penzien com- 
mented that he thought the 
city’s current lease was good 
and that he didn’t really 
think it needed to change. He 
did note that the city does 
have a concern about the au- 
thority planning for the fu- 
ture by setting aside money 
for large repairs of the build- 


ing. 

“To be truthful to you, [the 
building] was given as a gift,” 
Mayor Russ Peck said. “We 
should be looking at what’s 
best for our citizens.” 

As discussion wrapped, 
the commission came to a 
consensus that rather than 
charge rent to the authority, 
the city will request that they 
set aside money in some- 
thing like a sinking fund to 
cover the concerned large 
scale building costs. The 
commission has not yet of- 
fered a suggested dollar fig- 
ure or given details as to 
what that specific fund might 
be. 

Following the authority 
lease discussion, the commis- 
sion approved the 2018 Jor- 
dan Valley Freedom Festival 
Fireworks application and 
briefly commented about the 
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FURNITURE STORE 
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Civic Center. 

“(The Civic Center] is a 
loss for the city budget,” City 
Administrator Tom Cannon 
said. “The operation costs 
are literally through the roof. 
But it is nice to have the 
doors open.” 

Appraised at $425,000, the 
city currently has no plans 
for the building but commis- 
sioners are in agreement 
that any future plans will 
need to include the Down- 
town Development Author- 
ity. Together, they can

determine its best use. 

A reminder at the meet- 
ings end, Cannon said the 
doors of city hall will be 
open Monday, February 12 
from 12-1 p.m., as Senator 
Wayne Schmidt will be visit- 
ing the community for a cof- 
fee hour.
